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TOWN  MEETING  MARCH  8,  1977 


The  1977  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
Moderator  Melton  R.  Sanborn  at  10:02  a.m.  at  Town 
Hall.  After  the  Warrant  was  read  by  the  Modera- 
tor, a  motion  carried  to  postpone  the  regular 
Business  Meeting  until  Saturday,  March  12,  1977  at 
the  Fireman's  Hall,  At  10:10  a.m.  the  Moderator 
declared  the  polls  open  for  voting  on  Articles  1, 
16  and  19. 

Article  1.  Voted  to  choose  all  necessary 
Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Article  2.  Voted  to  raise  such  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the 
ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same; 
voted  a  total  budget  of  Sl36,9^b.67. 

Article  3.  Voted  to  spend  the  interest  of 
the  Parsonage  Fund  for  preaching  for  the  ensuing 
year.  Prior  to  the  vote,  it  was  explained  that 
the  interest  is  turned  over  to  the  Free  VJill  Bap- 
tist Society  to  be  used  for  preaching  at  the  Bap- 
tist Church,  with  3.50.00  given  annually  to  the  Old 
Meeting  House  Association. 

Article  4.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  hire  money  for  use  of  the  Town  in  anticipation 
of  taxes.  It  was  stated  by  Selectman  Earl  Sweet 
that  S4D0,000.00  would  be  borrowed. 

Article  5.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  sell  Tax  Title  Property. 

Article  6.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  apply  for,  contract  for,  and  accept  aid  rela- 
tive to  natural  disasters  from  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment from  the  Federal  Disaster  Assistance  Adminis- 
tration in  Washington, 


Article  7.  Voted  that  the  Town  appropriate 
and  authorize  the  withdrawal  from  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of 
the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  use 
as  setoffs  against  budgeted  appropriations  for  the 
following  specific  purposes  and  in  amounts  indica- 
ted herewith:  Police,  Sl,50Q.Q0;  Fire,  51,500.00; 
and  Health,  Si, 000. 00. 

Article  8.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  enter  into  a  continuing  contract  with  the  Se- 
lectmen of  Kingston,  New  Hampshire,  for  the  use  of 
the  Kingston  Dump,  from  July  1,  1977  to  June  30, 
1978,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Sb,D47.52  to  fund  such  action. 

Article  5.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  continue  the  contract  with  the  Carrier  for  a 
weekly  pick-up  disposal  service,  from  July  1,  1977 
to  June  30,  1978,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  ^9,987.00  for  this  purpose. 

Article  10,  Voted  that  the  Town  approve  the 
acceptance  and  expenditures  of  any  funds  received 
from  the  Federal  Government  under  Rockingham/ 
Strafford  Manpower  Administration  for  the  use  of 
Tax  Map,  Youth  Corps,  I.R.S.  and  sundry  C.E.T.A, 
programs  in  the  sum  of  $10,000.00,  conditioned 
upon  receipt  of  said  funds. 

Article  11.  Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $17,000.00  for  a 
"Disaster  Control  Communication  System,"  and  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  and/or  Fire  Wards  to  apply 
for,  contract  for,  accept,  receive  and  spend  any 
aid,  financial  or  otherwise  from  Federal,  State  or 
other  sources,  public  or  private,  conditioned  upon 
receipt  of  said  funds.

Voted  that  the  design  of  a  Town 
Seal  be  open  to  competition  to  all  residents  of 
the  Town  young  and  old  and  that  the  competition  be 
supervised  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  that  the 
top  five  seals  chosen  by  the  Selectmen  be  brought 
back  and  voted  upon  by  secret  ballot  by  the  public 
at  next  year's  Town  Meeting,

Article  18.  Voted  against  the  amendment  of 
Article  III,  Procedure ,  Paragraph  B,  of  the  Dan- 
ville Zoning  Ordinances  and  Land  Subdivision  Con- 
trol Regulations,  to  raise  the  subdivision  fees 
from  520. OD  to  625.00. 

Article  19.  Voted  against  the  amendment  of 
Article  IV,  Section  B,  New  Streets,  Paragraph  1  of 
the  Danville  Zoning  Ordinances  and  Land  Subdivi- 
sion Control  Regulations,  to  change  the  width  of 
roadbeds  from  40  feet  to  50  feet. 

Article  20.  Voted  against  a  motion  to  auth- 
orize the  Selectmen  to  study  the  possibilities  of 
utilizing  the  Timberlane  busses  for  transportation 
of  residents,  particularly  those  incapaole  of 
driving,  to  shopping  centers,  and  terminals  of 
public  transportation  in  nearby  towns  such  as 
Exeter,  Haverhill  and  Derry.  A  motion  for  recon- 
sideration of  Article  17  was  also  defeated. 

On  March  8,  the  polls  closed  at  6:40  p.m.; 
398  ballots  were  cast  with  618  voters  on  the  check 
list.  Moderator  Melton  Sanborn  announced  +he  re- 
sults of  the  voting  at  9:30  p.m.  On  March  12,  at 
the  Firemen's  Hall,  the  Business  Meeting  was 
called  to  order  at  7:04  p.m.  by  Moderator  Melton 
Sanborn. 

After  Mr.  Sanborn  turned  the  meeting  over  to 
Assistant  Moderator  David  Morse,  Mr.  Morse  an- 
nounced the  rules  governing  the  meeting,  read  the 
Warrant,  and  announced  the  Town  Officers  elected 
as  a  result  of  the  voting  on  Article  1.  The  Meet- 
ing adjourned  at  10:40  p.m.,  March  12,  1977.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  year  1977  has  seen  a  national  increase  in 
crime  and  motor  vehicle  violations.  Fart  of  this 
increase  is  due  to  the  increased  numbers  of  vehi- 
cles and  increased  population.  Even  in  as  small  a 
town  as  Danville  the  impact  is  felt.  In  addition 
to  these  increases  we  are  experiencing  a  decrease 
in  some  things,  such  as  concern  for  other  peoples 
lives  and  property  and  responsibility  toward  fam- 
ily and  community.  This  combination  of  increase 
and  decrease  contrioute  greatly  to  the  problems 
which  confront  today's  law  enforcement  depart- 
ments . 

Danville  has  experienced  an  increase  in  seri- 
ous crime,  but  the  percent  of  that  increase  has 
not  been  exceptionally  high  in  comparison  to  other 
areas.  However,  other  matters  which  law  enforce- 
ment is  called  on  for,  have  certainly  increased. 
These  include,  family  and  neighborhood  disputes, 
vandalism,  information,  delivering  messages,  emer- 
gency calls,  motor  vehicle  violations,  dogs  and 
other  animals,  etc.  Then,  there  are  the  special 
events  that  used  to  come  occasionally  and  now  oc- 
cur more  often.  Sometimes  there  are  several 
events  at  one  time  at  various  locations,  requiring 
police  for  the  event  or  traffic  control  relative 
to  the  event. 

For  many  years  members  of  this  department 
have  donated  their  time  for  such  things  as  church 
duty,  youth  dances  and  other  non-profit  organiza- 
tion events.  The  increase  in  demands  in  this  area 
means  a  great  deal  of  time  is  being  donated. 

Our  aim  has  been  to  maintain  the  best  poss- 
ible protection  for  the  least  possible  cost  and 
still  provide  the  same  type  of  department  that 
will  take  the  time  to  provide  the  friendly  concern 
and  communication  that  are  no  longer  available 
from  many  other  departments. 
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At  this  time  we  wish  to  thank  all  those  who 
have  been  considerate  and  helpful  during  the  past 
year.

PLANNING  BOARD 

In  1977  the  Planning  Board  was  presented  with 
nine  subdivision  requests,  and  acted  favorably  on 
eight  of  them. 

We  placed  on  the  1977  Town  Warrant  seven 
amendments  to  the  Zoning  Ordinances  and  Land  Con- 
trol Subdivision  regulations. 

As  in  1976,  this  year  has  been  very  active 
for  the  Planning  Board,  VJhile  this  region  of  the 
State  continues  to  grow,  we  may  expect  a  continued 
influx  of  subdivisions  and  new  housing.  In  anti- 
cipation of  this  growth,  work  was  initiated,  in 
1977,  on  a  Master  Plan  for  the  Town,  This  plan 
should  provide  the  road-map  for  the  future  of  Dan- 
ville. 

VJe  hope  that  as  the  plan  evolves  during  197B, 
we  will  have  the  opportunity  of  discussing  the  fu- 
ture of  Danville  with  every  resident.  Your  views 
and  participation  in  town  planning  is  solicited 
and  will  be  greatly  appreciated.

Forest  fire  control  in  New  Hampshire  is  a 
joint  state  and  town/city  responsibility  (R5A224). 

The  Director,  Division  of  Forest  and  Lands 
(State  Forester)  appoints  a  forest  fire  warden  and 
several  deputy  forest  fire  wardens  in  each  town/ 
city  upon  the  recommendation  of  local  authorities. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  is  responsible 
for  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  acti- 
vities in  his  town.  He  regulates  the  kindling  of 
outside  fires  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow  by  the  issuance  of  written  permits  only  when 
conditions  are  safe.  He  is  responsible  for  sup- 
pression with  the  town/city  and  state  sharing  the 
cost.  Suppression  costs  in  excess  of  1/4  of  1%  of 
the  assessed  valuation  of  the  town  are  assumed  by 
the  state. 

The  state  provides  training  for  the  local 
fire  organization  and  helps  coordinate  activities 
between  towns/cities.  The  state  also  supports 
local  forces  with  backup  personnel,  equipment,  and 
supplies  for  suppression  and  prevention. 

This  combination  of  state  and  local  coopera- 
tion, started  in  1693,  works  well,  for  New  Hamp- 
shire has  enjoyed  one  of  the  smallest  acreage 
losses  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States 
for  the  past  25  years.

We  have  attended  the  Planning  Board  meetings 
and  worked  with  them  with  "on  site"  inspections  of 
proposed  subdivisions.  Our  emphasis  has  been  on 
proper  drainage  to  avoid  polution  through  loca- 
tion of  septic  systems  and  location  and  size  of 
culverts  under  new  roadways  to  prevent  flooding 
and  soil  erosion. 

Objections  were  presented  to  the  Special 
Board  of  the  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control 
Commission  in  Concord  against  the  Dredge  and  Fill 
permit  for  Lot  4  of  the  O'Leary  subdivision  in 
South  Danville,  The  Board  issued  a  30  day  inter- 
vention, inspected  the  area  and  stipulated  that 
filling  go  no  further  than  the  196  ft.  contour. 

Eight  flower  beds  were  planted  around  town, 
the  major  portion  of  the  money  for  this  coming 
from  the  Bicentennial  Commission, 

We  supported  the  public  forums  concerning 
"The  Future  Of  Southern  N.  H.  Waters,"  Three 
slides  from  the  Danville  area  were  included  in  the 
presentation.
